The liberal Venizelos lost—and 
before long Greece recalled her 
king, switching from a_ republic 
to a monarchy. Now she is a 
combination monarchy-dictator- 
ship, with King George apparent- 
ly taking little part in the actual 
directing of the parliamentless 
government. 

The Rebels were reported to 
have surrendered soon after the 
appearance of military planes from 
Athens. The planes dropped leaf- 
lets demanding surrender of the 
Insurgents. 

Virtually all communication be- 
tween the mainland and Crete was 
suspended, and few details of the 
revolt were announced here. 

Police were reported to be pa- 
trolling the streets of Canea with 
orders to disarm and arrest all 
suspects.

WAR STRATEGY IN THE CHINA SEA 

Japanese penetration of China, and the fear 
of expansion southward, has prodded Great 
Britain, France and The Netherlands to 
strengthen their holdings along the shores of 
the South China sea. As an active step in this 
direction, the Paracel islands, 300 miles south 
of the Chinese coast and 250 miles east of 
French Indo-China, have been occupied by 
Indo-Chinese soldiers under the command of 
French officers. The islands were formerly a 
part of the Kingdom of Annam, over which 
France established a protectorate in 1886. Ever 
since, France has laid claim to the islands, but 
until the present occupation had done nothing 
to substantiate it. 

Chief reason for the sudden occupation was 
the persistent rumor Japan had an eye on the 
islands for the purpose of establishing a base 
for operations against South China. France 
simply beat them to it. As an indication of an 
all-around firmer attitude toward Japanese 
aggression, the occupation followed hard upon 
the joint warning sent by Britain and France 
to keep off the Chinese island of Hainan, just 
off the southern coast of China. Both nations 
threatened occupation if Japan landed troops. 
No Japanese troops were landed. A Japanese 
protest “that the occupation of the Paracels 
might lead to misunderstandings between the 
soldiers and Japanese workers” was met by the 
assurance France would protect the interests 
of the workers. 

Prior to the Japanese penetration of China, 
both Britain and France encouraged the friend- 
ship of Japan and tended to rely upon this 
relation as a protection to their interests in 
Asia. But Japanese aggression changed this. 
Much of the wealth of both nations depends 
upon trade sailing the South China sea. These 
important routes must be kept open. An ag- 
gressive, w> like Japan athwart the sea lanes 
to Australia and the east could be ruinous. 
The change in policy followed. Although it has 
been the custom in the past to more or less 
“laugh off” Japanese bulldozing, the French, 
in particular, have been standing toe to toe 
with Japanese authorities in recent minor 
clashes in China. This attitude has not been 
entirely ineffective in cooling Japanese ardor. 

Britain has long recognized the strategic 
position of the South China sea. Her base at 
Hongkong has been strengthened. The great 
Singapore naval base has been improved. It 
is rated as the strongest in the world. All ves- 


disclosed that more than 55 per cent of persons 
injured in subway accidents had been imbibing 
enough to impede mental reactions. .

It is important to note that here was no 
temperance lecture, but a simple explanation, 
based on scientific investigation, why many 
persons are needlessly killed every year. 


DELIBERATE UNREASON 

The reported dissatisfaction by Konrad Hen- 
lein and the Sudeten Germans of Czecho- 
slovakia with the new nationalities statute 
made public at Praha, should be convincing 
proof that Henlein and his followers have no 
intention of accepting any proposals from the 
Czech government, no matter how fair those 
proposals may be. 

The new statute, the result of weeks of con- 
sultation between all parties in the republic, 
appears to be the apogee of justice to all. 

Absofute equality is the keynote. It goes so 
far that every governmental activity is divided, 
in proportion to population, between the vari- 
ous nationalities who compose the republic. 
Public offices, schools, expenditure of govern- 
ment money and the placing of government 
contracts are among the many activities to be 
divided by national groups. Provision is also 
made against “fudging” on nationality, it being 
provided that no person can be listed as be- 
longing to any specific group unless he, or she, 
speaks the language of that group, customarily 
and fluently. 

Complaints against such a statute by Hen- 
lein and the Sudeten Germans make evident 
they are motivated, not by any real desire for 
justice, but solely with the object of stirring 
up discontent, to provide pretext for German 
interference in the affairs of the neighbor re- 
public. 

Hitler has notified Britain and France that 
he desires to avoid war over Czechoslovakia. Of 
course, the pledges and protestations of the 
German government, going by precedent, carry 
little weight. But, if this time Hitler is sincere, 
he has opportunity now to prove that sincerity 
by bringing to an end the unreasonable actions 
of the German nationality group in Czecho- 
Slovakia. 


NEVER TOO OLD TO LEARN 


Mrs. Fountain Rice has been a school teacher 
so long she laughingly refuses to disclose the 
date of her first pedagogic experience. Former 
teacher and principal of Girls’ High school in 
Atlanta, she is now a teacher in the high school 
at Spring Hill, Tenn. This summer, however, 
she is a student, enrolled at the Emory Uni-. 
versity summer school. 

Thereby she becomes a living object lesson, 
a parable for all to remember and, probably, 
a teacher to a greater number, through her 
very studentship; than she ever reached in all 
her life before. 

For she is teaching by her example the 
eternal truth that man, or woman, never be- 
comes too old to learn. Those whose years 
have rendered them incapable of acquiring new 
knowledge are to be pitied because they have 
allowed their mental reflexes to become atro- 
phied by disuse. The alert spirit, ever inter- 
ested in the world and its peoples, knows that 
to the final day of life there is something 
strange and new and interesting, to be studied 
and understood. 

Then, when. this life shall end, the eager 
student steps into a new classroom, to con- 
tinue learning through eternity. 

It is impossible to learn too much of the 
world about us. No life is full that closes mind 
and heart to new reactions, no living is real 
that is not receptive to new impressions and 
new lessons. 

Mrs. Rice is a striking example of the 
vitality of one who knows there is always some- 
thing valuable to learn. That very eagerness 
for knowledge probably accounts for her active 
role in life at her advanced years. Barring ac- 
cident, she may still be teaching—and learn- 
ing—when her hundredth birthday rolls around.

In aiming at these things 
and the big bridges and water- 
works and power plants he will 
use the principle of the shotgun, 
scattering his bombs over wide 
areas from great heights, most of 
which naturally will go wide of 
the intended marks and land on 
hospitals, orphanages and the ten- 
ements of the poor. The slaughter 
will be awful, and we will know 
very well that he is using the mil- 
itary objectives as an excuse for 
his barbarism and in time will 
be compelled to use his own meth- 
ods against his own people.

SILO STAGERS 
(From The Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 

While the American legitimate stage has been 
suffering from continuous malnutrition which has 
virtually eliminated it in all but the largest cities, 
a vigorous new theater has been arising. 

This is the summer stage. of which the thriv- 
ing light opera season at Cleveland’s Aquastage 
is a current and pleasant part. Although there 
have been capable repertory groups at some east- 

rn shore resorts, such as Provincetown, for sev- 

eral years, the summer stage, manned by those 
whom the profession lightly calls “silo stagers,” 
has had its greatest expansion in the last three or 
four seasons. It was one of the industries which 
grew right through the depression. A decade ago 
there were barely a dozen such summer theaters 
producing spoken drama. By 1934 there were 
105. This year Variety, the theatrical trade jour- 
nal, lists 150. Most of them are sprinkled over 
the vacation areas of the eastern seaboard. Only 
a handful have jumped the Alleghenies. 

Usually several of them do not survive the 
summer. Mortality, always high in the theatrical 
business, is pushed up a bit more by the hazards 
of a short season, bad weather and by the whims 
of vacationists which may make a given resort a 
success one year and a failure the next. 

This drama development is interesting at a 
time when many have been writing obituaries of 
the American legitimate stage. Possibly it may 
help to lead the American theater back to the 
livelier days it should enjoy.

TVA “GAG RULE’ LAID 
TO INVESTIGATORS 


Blandford Claims Committee 


Forbade Dr. Morgan. 
Employe Talks. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn.. 
(P)—John B. Blandford Jr., TVA 
general manager, shifted upon a 
congressional investigation com- 
mittee today the responsibility for 
a “gag” order prohibiting TVA 
employes from talking with Dr. 
Arthur E. Morgan, ousted chair- 
man of the agency. 

Dr. Morgan said last week TVA 
employes told him their superiors 
ordered them not to talk to him 
without clearing through “proper 
administrative channels.” 

Blandford testified the commit- 
tee failed to set up any procedure 
by which Dr. Morgan could inter- 
view TVA personnel. 

Before the inquiry opened here, 
Blandford said, various depart- 
ment heads asked orders on what 
course employes should follow in 
possible interviews with Dr. Mor- 


Ran. 

“I told them the committee had 
set up no procedure that we 
should follow as to personal con- 
tacts,’ Blandford said, “and that 
until it did, we contemplated there 
should be none.” 

Testimony last week regarding 
the so-called “gag rule” caused 
the committee to revise procedure 
to give Dr. Morgan access to TVA 
personnel. 

After outlinging the Authority’s 
administrative set-up, Blandford 
denied he once told Dr. Morgan

“The Role of the Black Mammy 
in the Plantation Household” is the 
title of a reprint that comes from 
the July issue of the Journal of 
Negro History.

STRENGTH AND WEAKNESS. 


Sunday’s lesson, chapters 13 
through 16 of Judges, presents the 
career of Samson, a picture of 
strength and weakness. It is a 
dramatic life story, revealing anew 
the basic truth that there must be 
strength of character as well as 
strength of body if one is to ren- 
der high and abiding service. 

Samson, of the tribe of Dan and 
the village of Zorah, was the son 
of Manoah. He served as a judge 
in Israel 20 years. He was a poet, 
a man of marked intelligence, but 
possessing one of the strangest 
characters anywhere presented in 
the Bible. He was fond of sports, 
cheerful of disposition, attractive 
beyond measure. He was the Her- 
cules of Israel. More is written 
about Samson than any of the 
judges, though he could scarcely 
be compared with such men as 
Gideon, Barak and Jepthah. No 
character in the Bible is so fully 
described in terms of freaks and 
exploits. 

His feats of physical strength 


stagger the imagination. Think of 
a man strong enough to fight a 
lion, tearing the beast limb from 
limb! Think of a man _ strong 
enough to pick up the gates of 


Gaza and walk off with them. 

Samson did some very fine 
things, and one finds his name in 
the Westminster Abbey of the New 
Testament, Hebrews’ eleventh 
chapter. He was a man of prayer 
as well as faith. He won great 
battles without an army. 

But Samson’s failure was at the 
point of moral stamina. He didn’t 
have it. He didn’t train for it. He 
was tempted to believe that his 
physical strength was sufficient 
for any and every test. His un- 
doing .came under the gruelling 
tests of moral fortitude.

‘MOTOR CARRIER ACT 
EFFECTIVE OCTOBER 1 


Regulations governing hours of 
service for motor carriers operat- 
ing under the federal motor car- 
rier act will become effective Oc- 
tober 1, it was announced yester- 
day by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The regulations were ‘originally 
scheduled to become operative 
July 1, but were postponed to Au-' 
gust 1 and now have been deferred 
until October 1. They provide 
that drivers cannot work more 
than 60 hours a week, nor more 
than 15 out of 24 hours each,
